When  asked  about  the  hope  for  an 
effective  global  peacekeeping  author¬ 
ity,  Bishop  Fulcher  responded,  “The 
United  Nations  has  never  fully 
matched  the  high  hopes  for  keeping 
the  peace  with  which  it  was  initially 
established.  The  hope  for  a  truly  ef¬ 
fective  global  peacekeeping  authority 
remains  just  that  —  a  hope  —  for  the 
time  being.” 

Much  of  his  address  was  devoted  to 
explanatory  remarks  on  “The  Chal¬ 
lenge  of  Peace:  God’s  Promise  and 
Our  Response  —  A  Pastoral  Letter  on 
War  and  Peace,”  issued  last  May  by 
the  National  Conference  of  Catholic 
Bishops. 

“It  is  hoped  this  will  be  a  living 
document  rather  than  a  written  state¬ 
ment  that  only  lays  on  a  shelf,”  he 
added.  “If  it  isn’t  local,  it  isn’t  real, 
and  if  we  can’t  talk  about  this  pastor¬ 
al  letter  at  this  level,  we  can’t  expect 
to  talk  about  it  on  a  larger  scale.” 

Bishop  Fulcher  explained  that  the 
letter  is  more  concerned  with  people, 
human  rights,  land  and  ecology  than 
it  is  with  nuclear  war. 

About  a  third  of  the  letter  treats 
nuclear  war,  he  said,  while  much  of 
the  statement  is  concerned  with

registration  is  run  this  year.  “The 
army’s  lottery  system  is  better,”  one 
student  claims. 

Much  student  discontent  comes 
from  seniors  who  are  upset  with  the 
way  registration  for  Core  X  is  han¬ 
dled.  Dr.  Robert  Garrity,  vice-presi¬ 
dent  for  academic  affairs,  is  well 
aware  of  this  problem  and  believes 
that  some  changes  should  be  made. 

The  college  catalog  states  that  Core 
X  is  “a  consideration  of  contempor¬ 
ary  ethical  problems  in  the  perspec¬ 
tive  of  Christian  faith.

“We  are  prepared  to  battle  the 
weather,  keeping  the  cold  out  and  the 
heat  in,”  answers  Fred  Plant,  assist¬ 
ant  vice-president  for  business  affairs. 

Helped  by  funds  from  the  ongoing 
capital  gifts  campaign  during  the  past 
two  years,  one  of  Plant’s  major  pro¬ 
jects  has  been  securing  a  more  reliable, 
efficient  powerhouse  and  heat-gener¬ 
ating  potential. 

“Two  boilers  in  the  powerhouse 
have  been  rebuilt  and  we  have  im¬ 
proved  the  mechanical  systems  within 
this  building,”  Plant  explains.  “We 
have  the  power  to  keep  us  warm  up  to 
approximately  a  minus-92  degree  wind 
shield  factor.” 

Student  rooms  are  often  cold,  and 
Plant  explains  that  this  is  not  because 
of  any  lack  of  heat,  but  due  to  the 
wind  factor  and  the  basic  construction 
of  some  of  the  dormitories. 

“Dorms  like  Gallagher  Hall  and 
Halas  Hall,  for  example,  experience  a 
severe  winter  wind  factor  because  the 
west  wind  directly  strikes  the  broad 
side  of  these  buildings,  where  much  of 
the  wall  space  is  dominated  by  single¬ 
pane  glass  windows,”  Plant  reports. 

If  necessary  funding  becomes  avail¬ 
able,  Plant  says  a  project  could  be 
undertaken  next  summer  that  will 
substantially  reduce  the  wind  chill 
factor  in  certain  dormitories.  The  plan 
calls  for  the  removal  of  the  two  side 
windows  in  each  room  in  Bennett, 
Gallagher,  Halas  and  Noll  halls,  thus 
leaving  just  the  current  middle  win¬ 
dow. 

“This  will  give  students  more  wall 
space  in  their  rooms,  provide  much 
better  protection  against  chilling 
winds  and  reduce  our  heating  costs,” 
Plant  explains.

catalog  description  could  be 
improved  to  reduce  any  mis¬ 
conceptions. 

If  this  is  the  feeling  of  some 
faculty  and  administrators, 
why  is  Core  X  described  as  it 
now  is  in  the  catalog?  One  stu¬ 
dent  answers,  “It  sounds  bet¬ 
ter  than  having  to  say  that 
Core  X  was  designed  as  just  a 
requirement  for  seniors,  and 
not  a  final  focus  on  your  major 
and  how  Christianity  interacts 
with  it,  like  the  catalog  says  it 
does.” 

One  problem  arose  earlier 
this  semester  relative  to  a  pre¬ 


registration  program  for  Core 
X.  Father  Kramer  says  that 
about  one-half  of  the  seniors 
who  pre-registered  requested 
the  corporation  ethics  course 
taught  by  Father  James  Froe- 
lich. 

A  large  enrollment  for  this 
course  might  logically  have 
been  expected  because  it  is  a 
business-oriented  offering. 

Unfortunately,  these  pre-re¬ 
gistration  forms  were  passed 
out  in  Core  IX  lecture  one  day 
last  month  but  at  the  same 
time  these  forms  were  late  in 
being  publicized  in  Halleck 
Center,  thus  denying  students 
not  currently  taking  Core  IX

the  opportunity  to  register 
for  desired  Core  X  sections  as 
readily  as  other  students.  In 
the  case  of  Father  Froelich’s 
course,  therefore,  pre-registra¬ 
tion  was  rendered  ineffective 
for  many  business  students 
not  taking  Core  IX  or  who 
missed  the  lecture  when  the 
pre-registration  forms  were 
distributed. 

As  the  situation  stands  now, 
there  is  nothing  a  student  can 
do  except  hope  that  he  /  she 
gets  into  his  /  her  desired 
classes.  Since  the  magic  num¬ 
ber  of  18  has  been  set  as  a 
limit  in  all  Core  classes,  ac¬ 
cording  to  registrar  Brother 
Edward  Habrowski,  a  student 
must  then  settle  for  whatever 
classes  are  left  open. 

Looking  to  the  future,  one 
student  remarks,  “The  catalog 
and  the  Core  X  material, 
along  with  the  registration 
process,  should  be  improved 
so  as  to  better  coincide  so 
that  students  will  be  better 
informed  and  have  a  better 
chance  to  study  their  fields  of 
interest.”

Puma  Cagers  Post  Early  Wins

Tomorrow  night  the  wo¬ 
men’s  basketball  team  visits 
Adrian  (Mich.)  College  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  two-day  tourna¬ 
ment.  Other  tournament  par¬ 
ticipants  will  be  Adrian, 
Malone  College  of  Ohio,  and 
Lewis  University. 

On  Nov.  29,  SJC  defeated 
Purdue-Calumet  76-54.  “We 
played  extremely  well  as  a 
team  and  everyone  contributed 
to  the  win,”  says  head  coach 
Sue  Buntin.  Beth  Dean  led 
the  scoring  with  24  points 
(12-15  FG)  while  Jenny  Craw¬ 
ford  added  12.  As  a  team,  the 
Pumas  shot  33-60  for  55  per¬ 
cent,  breaking  the  previous 
record  set  against  Marion  in 
1978.  Another  bright  spot 
was  the  14  assists  dished  out 
between  the  two  guards. 

Saint  Joe’s  first  two  games 
were  not  as  satisfying.  On 
Nov.  23,  the  Pumas  dropped  a 
71-54  decision  at  IUPU-Fort 
Wayne.  Dean  again  led  the 
team,  this  time  with  13  points. 


“Every time  down  the  court 
we  would  have  three  to  four 
shots  but  nothing  would  drop,” 
relates  Buntin.  Besides  not 
being  able  to  get  the  ball 
through  the  hoop,  the  ladies 
suffered  numerous  turnovers 
which  IUPU  capitalized  on. 

Four  days  earlier  SJC  suf¬ 
fered  another  17-point  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  Wayne  State 
in  Detroit  (81-64).  Buntin 
cites  many  reasons  for  the 
loss:  “We  didn’t  play  well  as  a 
team,”  and  “we  didn’t  re¬ 
bound  or  shoot  well  either.” 
Linda  Wiesenhahn  topped  the 
scoring  in  this  one  with  11. 

SJC’s  first  conference  game 
isn’t  until  Jan.  14  against  In¬ 
diana  Central,  however,  Bun¬ 
tin  believes  that  the  games  in 
December  are  necessary  prep¬ 
arations  for  the  contests  to 
come.  She  adds  that  this  will 
allow  her  to  see  what  kind  of 
strength  is  on  the  bench, 
which  will  be  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  asset  in  the  future. 


MEN’S  BASKETBALL 

Saturday  night  the  men’s 
basketball  team  will  host 
Wisconsin-Parkside  at  7:30  in 
the  college  fieldhouse. 

Two  standout  team  efforts 
enabled  the  Pumas  to  win  two 
of  their  first  three  games  this 
season,  including  a  74-62  deci¬ 
sion  over  Grace  here  Nov.  30 
and  a  season-opening  107-70 
rout  of  Manchester  Nov.  19. 

“I  was  very  pleased  with 
the  win  over  Grace  because 
we  met  our  goal  of  wanting  to 
always  outhustle  our  oppo¬ 
nent  and  we  played  with  great 
intensity,  especially  from  our 
top  eight  players  and  especi¬ 
ally  on  defense,”  reported 
SJC  coach  George  Waggoner. 

Waggoner  noted  that  this 
was  a  true  team  victory  that 
also  contained  various  stand¬ 
out  individual  performances. 
Greg  Martin  topped  both 
teams  with  16  points  and  13  re¬ 
bounds,  Mark  Moody  bagged 
six  of  eight  field  goal  tries  for 
12  points,  Brad  Connor  came 
off  the  bench  to  contribute  13 
points,  and  impressive  fresh¬ 
men  Stan  Kappers  and  John 
Stitz  added  nine  and  eight 
points  respectively. 

Stitz  was  the  star  in  the 
Manchester  victory  as  he 
came  off  the  bench  to  pour  in 
a  game-high  25  points.  He 
drew  strong  support  from 
Mark  Wingard,  who  finished 
with  17  points  and  six  re¬ 
bounds:  Martin  chipped  in 
eight  points  and  ten  rebounds. 
Fourteen  of  15  Pumas  who 
played  also  scored  and  SJC 
shot  an  effective  23-29  from 
the  free  throw  line. 

Waggoner  termed  the  Man¬ 
chester  game  “a  total  team 
victory.” 

Saint  Joe  dropped  a  104-56 
decision  at  Notre  Dame  Nov. 
25,  as  the  Pumas  fell  behind 
by  50-19  at  halftime  due  part¬ 
ly  to  an  anemic  eight-for-35 
field  goal  performance  during 
the  opening  20  minutes. 

“I  think  there  is  a  lesson  to 
be  learned  from  a  game  like 
this,”  Waggoner  said.  "We 
panicked  against  the  press 
and  everybody  was  just  too 
tight.”  Wingard  led  SJC  with 
12  points  while  Martin  added 
ten.

FOOTBALL 

For  the  SJC  gridders  this 
season  there  was  both  good 
news  and  bad  news.  First,  the 
bad  news  was  their  disap¬ 
pointing  2-7-1  record.  The 
good  news,  however,  is  that 
the  team  has  a  definite  start¬ 
ing  point  to  build  on  for  next 
season. 

As  far  as  this  year  goes, 


team  leaders  included:  Jim 
Boswell  (364  yards  rushing), 
Keith  Jones  (53  receptions), 
Larry  Jacob  and  Keith  Kin¬ 
caid  (four  interceptions  each) 
and  Bob  Hoop  (34  points). 
Mike  Maltby  led  the  Pumas 
in  their  pass-oriented  offense 
as  he  threw  for  2426  yards 
while  completing  207  passes 
out  of  445  attempted  (46.5 
percent). 

VOLLEYBALL 

Seven  freshmen  and  three 
sophomores  spelled  out  one 
word  for  the  spikers  this  sea¬ 
son:  rebuilding.  However,  a 
26-20  mark  would  hardly  be 
considered  a  disappointing 
year,  especially  in  light  of  the 
team’s  semifinal  berth  in  the 
Great  Lakes  Valley  Confer¬ 
ence  tournament.
